Foreword 

The  concept  of  Marathon  Art  was  developed  by  Walter  Gaudnek,  Johann 
Eyfells,  and  Steve  Lotz  in  January  of  1971  and  first  exhibited  at  the 
Jacksonville  Art  Museum  in  Florida.  Since  this  time,  they  have  participated 
in  ten  such  events,  including  a  Marathon  executed  on  the  Olympic  Lake 
during  the  XXth  Olympiade  in  Munich,  Germany,  (See  notes  on  past 
Marathon  events.)  Marathon  Art  is  the  activity  of  creating  a  specific  work 
involving  all  three  artists.  Each  inserts  his  own  ideas,  thoughts,  and 
particular  craft  as  the  work  is  being  developed.  The  result  is  a  combination 
of  experiences  culminating  into  one  statement.  Thus  the  work  is  co-created. 

In  the  past  co-created  works  were  produced  only  by  Gaudnek,  Eyfells 
and  Lotz,  but  recently  they  have  begun  to  involve  the  public.  Gaudnek 
states,  “The  experience  of  the  marathon  led  me  to  believe  in  the  need  for 
co-creation:  something  which  could  be  the  natural  result  of  a  group  of 
people  sharing  immediate  experiences  together  Now,  I  wanted  more.  I 
wanted  the  public  to  become  my  co-artist" 

Why?  Because,  according  to  Gaudnek,  “Man  immersed  in  a 
technological  bureaucracy  is  in  danger  of  killing  his  inherited  ability  to  react 
to  nature  and  true  life  situations.  Even  his  art,  becoming  a  mere  extension 
and  tool  in  the  computered  manipulation  of  consumer  resources,  is  turning 
increasingly  more  sterile,” 

The  exhibition  is  divided  into  two  sections  in  four  galleries.  The  first 
section  contains  works  from  past  Arf  Marathons  and  the  second  is  devoted 
to  Marathon  Art  co-created  for  this  exhibition. 

The  Montgomery  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  must  enthusiastically  search  for 
fresh  concepts  in  the  approach  to  art  and  examine  the  potential  of  art  as  an 
expressive  tool  of  the  Seventies.  The  Marathon  Art  concept  presents  us  with 
a  challenging  viewpoint  that  is  worth  considering  when  evaluating  the 
important  movements  of  this  decade. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Roger  Ortmayer  for  his  creative  introduction  to  this 
catalogue.  The  generous  loans  of  Mr  Joseph  Dodge  and  the  John  and 
Mable  Ringling  Museum  are  also  most  appreciated.
